Warning that many thousands 
of voters throughout San Bernar- 
dino County will find themselves 
disfranchised unless they immed- 
iately register for the approach- 
ing elections was issued yester- 
day by County Clerk Harry L. Al 
lison. 





“Following a count of the reg- 
istrations to date I find there are 
approximately 16,000 people regis- 
tered, whereas there are in ex- 
cess of 40,000 people in the county 
qualified to register,” said Mr. Al- 
lison. 

Primary Only Few Weeks Off 

“This presents a serious situa- 
tion. Only a few weeks remain to 
register for the presidential prim- 
ary, one*of the most important 
elections this year. At this elec- 
tion it is also planned to submit 
the question of a bond issue for 
a new courthouse. There will be 
the vital national issue on the 
ballot and the important local 
question, and everyone will want 
to participate in the election, yet 
at the rate of registrations many 
thousands of people will find them- 
selves barred on election day from 
casting a vote.” 


San Bernardino city is one of 
the points in which large propor- 
tion of the population is neglect- 
ing to register. Redlands has 
shown the best progress of any 
city in the country. 


In addition to field registrars, 
the county clerk’s office is regis- 
tering voters and Mr. Allison is 
warning voters that they should 
come to the courthouse at the first 
opportunity and register.

ITH the completion of the line from Atocha to Villazon, 
W in Bolivia, which is anticipated in 1925, nearly 6,700 

miles of the 10,116-mile railroad from New York to 

Buenos Aires will have been completed, leaving 3,420 
miles to be constructed. In scenic beauty, the opening up of 
rich territory, feats of engineering, and diversity of environ- 
ment along the line, this will undoubtedly be the greatest rail- 
road in the. world. 

According to the Pan-American Union the route originally 
mapped out by the Pan-American railway committee called for 
the construction of a line from New York to the Mexican 
border, through the republics of Mexico, Guatemala, Hondu- 
ras, Nicaragua, Costa Rica, Panama, Colombia, Ecuador, Pern, 
Bolivia and Argentina to Buenos Aires, with extensions from 
the main line to those countries not in the direct path of the 
railway. 

The northern section of the line, from New York to the 
frontier of Guatemala, has been entirely completed, as will be 
the southern portion from Buenos Aires to Lake Titicaca, on 
the border between Bolivia and Peru, in 1925, The createst 
gap in the Pan-American system is in the region between 
Panama and Lake Titicaca, where approximately 2,820 miles 
yet remain to be built. This territory is .very mountainous, 
making it extremelly diffieult to construct railways, and for 
this reason Senor Juan A. Briano, an Argentine engineer, has 
suggested a change in the original plan according to which the 
railroad would avoid the mountainous region along the Pacific 
Coast of South America, and traverse the interior of South 
America, passing through Western Brazil and entering Bolivia 
on the northeast. This Briano project has aroused consider- 
able interest, and it seems certain it would open up a richer 
territory, one more easily traversed, and portions of the 
earth’s surface on which the foot of white man has rarely, 
if ever, trod. 

It has been well said that steamship lines are splendid 
developers of commerce, and that a Ship is a nation’s best 
salesman; but railroads bring us into more intimate contact 
with the peoples through whose territories they pass. This 
has been well exemplified in relations with Canada. 
There is a personal touch created through railroads that is 
lacking on shipboard. And, of course, the railroad is more 
popular. The completion of the New York-Buenos Aires rail- 
road will mark a real strengthening of the ties binding the 
two continents of the Western Hemisphere, and it is a project 
| whieh can be completed well within the decade with proper 
encouragement and co-operation. 

Another interesting fact to be noted in connection with 
railroad development in the Latin Americas is the favor with 
which the American standard gauge is being received, For a 
|| time it was feared that the British gauge might monopolize the 
field in that section of the globe, but this fear appears to have 
been dissipated in the last few years. 

Railroad building in the Latin Americas counts many out- 
standing Americans engaged in such enterprise, notably 
{| William Wheelwright, of Newburyport, Mass., Col, George 
Karle Church, William Aspinwall, of New York, who built the 
trans-Isthmian road, the forerunner of the Panama Canal, 
Henry Meiggs, of San Francisco, who conquered the Andes, 
and many others. There is still large opportunity for Ameri- 
cars in developing Latin American roads, and many young 


men are ayailing themselves of it. 
W be developed some new systems of financing worthy 
agricultural needs of the country. President Coolidge 
has considered the problem of financing the Northwest wheat 
farmers of sufficient importance to give it his personal atten- 
tion. Congress is wrestling with numerous bills for proposed 
relief of farmers. The war finance corporation is working 
overtime in considering plans and the farmers are doing the 
personal worrying. 

There should be developed a new type of financial institu- 
tion designed to handle long time farm loans, condueted as 
government land banks or privately financed. 

The average young farmer, who starts without sufficient 
capital to secure his land, make the preliminary improvements 
and have the equipment necessary to undertake first-class 
farming operations, is up against a difficult problem. It 
generally takes several years to develop a farm to anything 
like maximum production efficiency. During that period, it 
is too much of a load to expect the farmer to meet payments 
on his land and equipment and the short time loans that are 
customary for crop operations. He needs greater help in long 
term financing, possibly for a period of 20 years or more, be- 
ing allowed all of the capital necessary to make the right kind 
of a start and having the opportunity to pay off his obliga- 
tions over a period of sufficient length of time to make a cer- 
tainty of his being able to meet the payments and interest, 
with the option to clear himself as fast as profits permit. 
T is growing in publie interest in. this eountry and in 

England. In the latter country they have a national 
}committee for the restriction of outdoor advertising known as 
the Seapa Society. This society has not depended upon the 
help to be gained from legislation to eurb the disfigurement of 
the roads, The Seapa Society and the Royal Automobile Club 
are endeavoring to persuade the big outdoor advertisers to give 
up the billboard. They are being aided by the newspapers. 
Already three big oil companies have agreed to remove sign- 
boards that mar the highways. In one case this means the 
removal of some 600 posters. Small hand-painted signs are not 
objected to by the agitators for more beautiful roads,

HEALTH FOUND 
IN VEGETABLES 


IN PLANTS AID BODY 
AND DIGESTION 





Vegetables are composed mainly 
of water, and are valued chiefly 


tain, and to provide bulk or bal- 
last food, although all food prin- 
ciples may be obtained from the 
vegetable kingdom. Vegetables, 
fruits and grains supply the min- 
eral substances necessary for mak- 


blood and keep the body in good 
condition. The term minerals is 
not always clearly understood by 
the housewife and this very im- 
portant food content is often over- 
looked or left to care for itself. 
Life cannot be carried on without 
mineral, and if the body is depriv- 
;ed of a sufficient quantity, illness 
will result. 

Lime is essential to the growth 
of bones, teeth’ and nails, and if 
an insufficient quantity is supplied 
in the diet, the body will draw 
| upon its own supply and gradually 
this may affect the teeth, causing 
decay. 

Iron is necessary to purify and 
refresh the blood. A diet lacking 


in iron will produce an anemic 
condition. 
The body cannot perform its 


work satisfactorily if any one min- 
eral is lacking. 
Most vegetables 
starch and _ sugar, 
sodium, potassium, iron, sulphur 
and phosphorous in combination 
with certain organic acids which 
makes this food valuable. These 
minerals make up the bony struc- 
ture of the body and enter into 
the formation of the nails, teeth, 
etc., and play an important part

inspire ambitious and honest 
promoters to attempt to re- 
| peat these successes, but it 
would appear that if they 


really are good business men, 
they would not enter a field 
that is already efficiently 
served. 

During the past two years 
at least a score of so-called 
auto clubs have been promoted 
in California, yet only the most 
recent arrivals in the arena 
still survive. The fact that the 
organizers of these institutions 
have never made good on their 
their promises does not seem 
to prevent some of the public 
from ‘‘falling for’’ each suc- 
ceeding crop of promoters. 
These so-called auto clubs fur- 
nish a living for the promoter 
for a few months and then 
sink into oblivion with his de- 
parture.
